LEGAL  REFERENCE 


GENERALLY: 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing  are  contained 
in  Sections  62-501  through  62-514,  R.  C.  M.,  1947,  known  as  the  Horse  Racing  Act. 

Under  the  Reorganization  Act  passed  during  the  1971  Legislative  Session,  Section 
82A-1 602(1  3) , the  Commission  is  renamed  and  continued  as  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing 
in  the  Department  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing. 

There  is  one  court  action  involving  the  Board  during  the  fiscal  year. 


PRINCIPAL,  GOALS 

To  license,  regulate  and  supervise  all  racing  meets  and  racing  personnel  with- 
in the  State  of  Montana. 

To  promulgate  rules  governing  racing  meets  and  parimutuel  betting  in  the  State 
to  assure  the  utmost  protection  of  the  betting  oublic. 

To  encourage  the  breeding  of  race  horses  within  the  State. 

To  establish  dates  for  race  meets  to  the  best  interests  of  the  breeding  and 
racing  industry  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

1.  Photo  Identification  License: 

Board  provided  by  rules  for  greater  security  in  racing  by  requiring 
that  each  licensee  have  a photo  identification  license  badge  on  his 
person  at  all  times  during  a race  meet.  This  was  a recommendation 
of  Rocky  Mountain  Fair  Association  and  State  Stewards.  Board  pur- 
chased a photo  identification  machine  to  carry  out  this  function 

2.  State  Security  Man 

Board  provided  for  a security  man  at  many  of  the  tracks.  His  job 
is  to  assist  the  State  Steward  in  his  overall  responsibility  as  to 
security  and  unlicensed  people  on  the  track. 

3.  Board  provided  complaint  forms  to  be  used  by  the  public  to  register 
complaints  with  the  Board  in  regard  to  racing  personnel  or  the  Board 
i tsel f . 

4.  Provided  by  rule  that  all  tracks  with  a daily  average  pari-mutuel  handle 
over  $15,000  in  the  previous  year,  shall  install  and  use  an  approved  type 
"film  patrol"  with  not  less  than  two  cameras  ODerating  in  each  race.  This 
will  allow  official  surveillance  of  the  "back  side"  of  the  track. 

5.  Board  purchased  photo  patrol  film  from  track  photographer  to  resolve  racing 
questions  after  the  season  has  been  completed.  The  film  will  be  used  in 
the  next  season.  In  the  past  the  film  was  not  available  after  the  season 
was  completed. 

6.  Improved  pari-mutuel  room  security  was  provided  by  all  tracks  to  prevent 
unauthorized  people  from  entering  and  to  provide  greater  security  for  pari- 
mutuel handle.

The  1972-73  FY  comprised  a total  of  87  racing  days  and  resulted  in  a total  mutuel 
handled  of  $3,295,673.00,  representing  an  increase  of  $838,459.00,  or  25.44%,  over 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  There  were  21  additional  racing  dates  granted  over  the 
previous  fiscal  year.

PROMOTION  OF  RACE  HORSE  BREEDING  IN  MONTANA 


A total  of  239  races,  or  37.29%  of  all  races  held  durinq  the  fiscal  vear, 
were  won  by  Montana  bred  horses,  resulting  in  a payment  of  $6,174.49  to  the 
breeders  of  such  horses  (10%  of  winning  purse),  in  accordance  with  Section

Compared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year,  27%  more  races  were  won  by  Montana  Bred 
Horses  and  the  Montana  breeder  received  23%  more  money.  The  Board  of  Horse 
Racing  views  this  fact  as  a sign  of  growth  in  the  breeding  of  excellent  race 
horses  in  this  State.  It  is  a clear  indicator  that  the  legislature  acted  wisely 
in  providing  an  incentive  to  encourage  breeding  within  the  State  of  valuable 
thoroughbred,  purebred,  quarter  horse,  appaloosa  and  registered  horses.  The 
Board  has  carried  out  this  trust  to  promote  Montana  Bred  Horses  and  appreciates 
the  fine  cooperation  of  all  racing  associations  and  owners  throughout  the  State. 
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ACHIEVEMENTS: 


REGULATION  OF  RACING  MEETS 


Six  State  Stewards  and/or  Security  Men  were  hired  on  contract  to  the  De- 
partment to  supervise  all  racing  meets,  and  were  Daid  through  the  Central  Pay- 
roll System  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Two  Parimutuel  Supervisors  were  also 
employed  by  contract  to  supervise  betting  operations  at  all  the  tracks  during 
the  last  half  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Stringent  penalties  were  imposed  for  violations  of  rules  by  licensees.  A 
total  of  57  rulings  were  issued  by  Stewards,  45  of  the  rulings  contained  cash 
fines  for  a total  of  $1,333.  Six  suspensions  were  issued,  usually  for  non- 
payment of  fines.  Six  rulings  were  appealed  to  the  Board  and  only  one  was  a 
drug  case.  Board  action  resulted  in  a suspension  of  license  and  $250  fine 
for  drug  violation,  denial  of  license  for  falsification  of  aoplication  and 
revocation  of  license. 

The  Industrial  Laboratories  of  Denver,  Colorado,  conducted  lab  tests  of 
urine  samples  of  winning  horses  for  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing.  A total  of  634 
lab  tests  were  run,  the  urine  sample  being  taken  at  the  track  by  the  licensed 
track  veterinarian  immediately  after  each  race.  One  positive  lab  test  showing 
the  presence  of  a drug  was  made,  with  the  following  action  being  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Horse  Racing: 

1.  Pentozocine  - July,  1972  - Owner  Cermack  fined  $250  and  suspended 
for  15  days.  The  Horse  "Dodge  Ali"  and  all  other  horses  owned 
in  whole  or  part  by  Cermack  were  suspended  until  sold  or  trans- 
ferred to  owners  approved  by  the  Board.  "Dodge  Ali"  is  dis- 
qualified in  race  and  purses  redi stri buted .

Racing  Act,  in  accordance  with  Section  62-506,  R.C.M.,  1947. 

To  assure  that  the  Rules  of  Racing  are  upheld  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
betting  public  and  the  racing  industry.
